his majesty’s uniform.

The problem of exempting labor or¬ 
ganization from the operallona of the 
■nti-truot law is one sure to come 
up pronilnootly. Heoatnr Cummins 
leans to the view that there can be 
no monopoly of labor aa there can 
be of rertnln products, therefore that 
Ighor organizattona cannot. In the 
very nature of thlnga he like other 
organizattona 

Upon the report w’hlch Senator 
Cummins has prepared, ready to take 
with h.m to Washington next week 
will b'j framed legislation which will 
govern American commercial life for 
years to romo, if adopted. It Is pro¬ 
posed to so amood the Sherman law 
that all honest business men will 
know what Is legal and what la not 
legal, and not have to wait until they 
are prosecuted In the courts to find 
out.
